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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Amemdment 
dated 02/24/05 did not place the application into condition for allowance because claim language still reads on the 
applied references. Attorney agreed with Examiner's proposed amendment to cancel claims 1-5,7 and 10 in order to 
define over the Prior Art and make the claims unobvious over the Prior Art references. .
